Examiner carefully reviewed Applicant's arguments. The arguments are not deemed to be 
persuasive. Applicant points out the differences between the present invention and the Dobson 
and McNair references that includes an echo canceller adapted to determine locations of 
multiple far end echo source, however, these differences are not in the claim. Further, 
Applicant argues (Remarks, page 6) that McNair system has noting to do with echo cancellation 
and nowhere does McNair contain any hint that (a) the peaks can be of return signal including 
echo components; (b) that the delays in the peaks are useful for echo cancellation; or (c) that the 
echo cancellation can be performed at a local modem as a result of the peak delay detection in 
the return signal. Examiner respectfully disagrees. It is respectfully submitted that the rejection is 
based on the combined teaching of the Dobson and McNair references. Dobson clearly discloses 
an echo canceling method that a transceiver transmits a training signal and receives a 
corresponding echo signal. The echo signal is then converted to frequency domain and compared 
to the transmitted signal (column 7, lines 43-54). However, as acknowledged by the applicant, 
that Dobson fails to discloses time intervals between peaks. McNair, as pointed out in the office 
action teaches this feature. Therefore, Examiner believes that the claims, given their broad 
reasonble interpretation, read on the references applied. 

Regrding claim 1, the proposed amendment, although not currently being entered, does 
appear to rais lack of antecedent bases issues, such as "transmitted from the modem" line 6. 
Further, in claim 1, line 8 and claim 9, line 6, the phrase "intervals between peaks" is vague. It is 
not clear whether the peaks are between the plurality of echo components or between the data 
component and the plurality of echo components.
